E Dewey, of New York observed the other day before 
the Governors' Conference.

Taxes have been laid indiscrimi­ 
nately. by various governmental authorltiei, to suit 
their particular needs regardless of the consequences. 
M r Dewey said the object apparently was to impose 
the kind of levies by which the people could be “pluck­ 
ed most painlessly and their complaint* least felt at 
the polU " 
That seems to be the case. 
So the governors were attacking a real problem 
discussing this subject 
They made some progress, 
too, for they are in general agreement that some 
order must be injected into the picture by allocating 
certain sources of revenue to the federal government, 
others to the states, and other* *till to counties and 
erie* 
They mere not In full accord, however, on 
fuel how to divide up the field. 
This conflict of views is natural. 
It is the result 
of patchwork 
No state can be expected to be any­ 
thing but dubious about giving up a tested incom e- 
preducer in exchange for something that may not 
work 
It is to be hoped that eventually thinking on this 
subject will go farther and deeper. 
The nation needa 
a taxation system that will do justice to all taxpayer* 
and at the same time place the least possible burden 
or. the economy. 
The governor* are on the right 
track, at least. 


Body Is Reconditioned 
By Sound Sleeping 


“I didn't deep a wink la it night. . . .• 
This is the sort of remark most people usually 
take mn.th a grain of salt, suspecting that the speaker 
merely means that he had a hard tim e getting to 
deep 
But we should not be too scornful of these 
com plaints 
Some people do find It difficult to fall 
asleep and the victim of insomnia really suffer* 
A 
loas of ale* p ha* a »erious effect on a peraon * alert­ 
ness 
morale and *trength 
Sometimes when people are overtired they are 
not able to get the sleep they need to restore and re­ 
condition. 
They go to bed desperately tense and 
lie awake for hours telling themselves, “I’ve simply 
mr to get to sleep. Ill be exhausted tomorrow.** Their 
w ry anxiety to go to sleep helps to keep them awake. 
When the whole body becomes tired, it is natural 
for deep to occur. 
During sleep the conscious ac­ 
ts vities stop and the unconscious activities slow down. 
That la. the muscles relax, the heart beat alowe down 
and breathing becomes easier. 
Waste products are 
removed and the body Is reconditioned. 
When a person is “too tired to sleep** and this 
condition persists over a period of time, he should 
have a physical exam ination. 
This Is true because 
one of the common early symptoms of many disease* 
is fatigue without any apparent cause, fatigue that 
doe- not disappear after normal rest. If a person has 
a thorough physical examination. Including a che*! 
X-ray and the doctor finds nothing organically wrong. 
he may ask the patient to examine his day s schedule 
to seek out the causes for his wakefulness. 
The insomniac may be the victim of nervous 
ten don. If this is the case the doctor will try to help 
him get rid of the nervous tension that keeps him from 
relaxing at night. One way to do this is to get some 
outdoor exercise each day. The person who is “cooped 
up in an office' can form the habit of walking one 
wax to work 
He should stop at intervals during the 
dav and make a conscious effort to relax for a few 
m inutes 
A regular bed-time helps in the campaign 
to woo sleep. He could take a warm tub bath before 
he goes to bed taking HU time and letting his body 
g*T really relaxed. 
A bed time snack may help him 
sleep well—in any event he should not go to bed 
hungry. 
If despite these preliminaries, a person goes to 
bed and lies awake he should remember that rest rn 
bed while not a true substitute for sleep, can be made 
beneficial if he concentrates on pleasant thoughts 
Instead of brooding on his inability to fall asleep. He 
ean spend the flr«i few minutes in bed consciously 
relaxing He may even find that he cannot finish the 
task of relaxing each m uscle/because he falls asleep 
lr. the process.

A FUNGOUS DISEASE OF 
THE LUNGS 
C 


o c c id io id o m y c o s is i* one 
of our newer diseases. It is 
acquired by inhaling dust or 
sand particles containing a 
fungus—^Coccidtotde* lmmIii*. These 
molds, confined originally to the 
San Joaquin valley of California, 
were later discovered In parts of 
Arizona and New Mexico. Because 
of their prevalence in dry areas, the 
condition is known also as “desert 
fever." “valley fever." and “desert 
rheumatism .*• 
Manv of the natives of arid re­ 
gions have positive skin reaction* 
to this ailment, denoting that they 
had been infected at one time or 
another. A large proportion do not 
recall having been ill and it is logi­ 
cal to aasume that every one who 
breathes in the fungus does not ex­ 
hibit symptoms Mild attacks gen­ 
erally resemble a bad cold or in­ 
fluenza and it is possible that in 
many instances the real source of 
trouble ha* been mitred. 


On the other hand, some victims 
are not so fortunate and encounter 
a more severe form of the illness. 
Subsequent to exposure, they suffer 
headache associated with general­ 
ised ache* and pains. The throat is 
sometimes sore and the eyes red­ 
dened. Tenderness of the joints or 
intestinal upsets may appear. This 
is followed by lung involvement 
which resembles bronchitis or pneu­ 
monia. Tightening of the chest is 
common as well aa chills and pleu­ 
risy pains; the temperature ofteif 
rises to 106 degrees P. A hacking 
cough ensues and occasionally the 
sputum is blood tinged. 
The malady is usually more inca- 
print ating than serious as the ma­ 
jority recover by remaining in bed. 
The abnormality can be noted on 
the X-ray and exam mat ion of the 
sputum will disclose the organisms. 
The akin and blood may give clews 
that are helpful in establishing the 
diagnosis. Since the lung findings 
in coccidioidomycosis and tubercu­ 
losis are somewhat the same, it is 
important that these laboratory pro­ 
cedures be carried out. Errors along 
this line have occurred and a few 
individuals have even reached tu­ 
berculosis Institutions before tho 
true nature of the disturbance was 
determined. 


One of my Chicago friends was 
recuperating from tuberculosis of 
the right lung and decided to take 
a trip to Arizona 
While there he 
was invited to visit a ranch 16 miles 
away, which necessitated driving 
over a dusty road Soon thereafter 
he began to feel under par and tired 
easily. As each day passed he be­ 
come worse 
A sense of tightness 
m his chest developed, with pain 
resembling pleurisy. 
Fearing that 
tuberculosis had attacked his good 
lung he decided to return home im­ 
mediately. 
The first X-rays failed to disclose 
any new lesion and it was thought 
that he might have the flu becasse 
of chilla, fever, cough, and muscu­ 
lar soreness 
A second chest plate 
then revealed shadows over the left 
lung 
Skin tests and blood studiea 
were performed and it was found 
that coccidioidomycosis was respon­ 
sible. He was relived to know that 
a new focus of tuberculosis had not 
set rn. 
After several weeks, symp­ 
toms subsided and he Is now feel­ 
ing well.

Senator Bricker Is Spokesman For Real Estate Lobby, Pearson Says, Senator 
Ball Sensitive About Nepotism In His Office; Committee Hears Lecture

WASHINGTON — One of the 
most unusual statem ents made on 
the Senate floor in several weeks 
came from Ohio's statuesque Sen­ 
ator Bucker after President T ru­ 
m an denounc ed lite real-estate lob­ 
by. Waving his arms, ha told Sen­ 
ate colleagues that Trum an had in­ 
dulged 
in the cheapest kind 
of 
demagoguery. 
In contract. B uckers colleague 
from Ohio. Bob Taft, who knows 
what the real-estate lobby did to 
the Taft-Ellender Housing Act. re­ 
marked that he wouldn't mind in­ 
vestigating the lobby himself. F ur­ 
thermore. everyone who knows his 
way around any part of W ashing­ 
ton realizes th at the real-estate 
lobby is one of the most powerful 
operating in the Capital's cocktail 
lounges. But what a great many 
people do not realize is th at Sena­ 
tor Bricker is hand-in-glove with 
the lobby—in fact, a part of it. 
Bricker is a director of the Buck­ 
eye State Building and Loan Asso­ 
ciation of Columbus, affiliated with 
the powerful U. S. Savings and 
Loan League, which employs Mor­ 
ion Bodfish to carry on one of the 
most effective and 
astute 
real- 
estate and housing lobbies in W ash­ 
ington. It is estimated that this 
outfit spends around hall a million 
dollars a year lobbying. 
Furthermore, one of the recent 
confidential bulletins issued by the 
Morton 
Bodfish 
lobby 
gleefully 
boasted that Senator Bricker was 
one of their members and pointed 
to the fact th at Bricker had oblig­ 
ingly introduced four bills to help 
out. This confidential bulletin, of 
course, was not supposed to fall 
into the hands of the press. But it 
makes highly interesting reading 
Equally interesting is another fact. 
Bricker was not elected a director 
of the Buckeye State Building and 
Loan Association until about the 
time he was elected a Senator. 
Furthermore, he was made a direc­ 
tor through the instrum entality of 
his old friend and political angel. 
John Oalbreath. who is also a d i­ 
rector of Buckeye State Building 
and Loan 
John Oalbreath is a familiar fig­ 
ure in Ohio’s real-estate financing 
business 
In fact, lie is a power 
And he is also a power behind the 
political destinies of John Bricker 
Not 
only 
has G albreath 
balked 
Bricker everyone lie ran. but it is 
sometimes said in Ohio 
political 
circles that Bricker does not even 
shave in the morning without con­ 
sulting John Galbreath 
AU of 
which 
makes 
Bricker a 
speech denouncing Trum an for criti­ 
cizing the real-estate lobby doubly 
interesting.
